With a trend toward heavy- 
duty models, several truck dis- 
tributers reported business run- 
ning well ahead of last year. In 
this class Stewart and Interna- 
tional made particularly optimis- 
tic reports. 

Local manufacturers of higher- 
grade cars are preparing models for 
the Chicago salon next month. 
Duesenberg, it was made known last 
week, will send nine models to the 
salon, its exhibit alone represent- 
ing $125,000 worth of motor cars. 
Stutz and Marmon also are expected 
to enter the salon, the former with 
some of the new European-type 
bodies 

At the Stutz plant several stock 
models were being ,equipped with 
superchargers. Stutz engineers, un-

Detroit, Oct. 21.—The Murray 
Corporation of America shipped 20,- 
353 bodies during September, against 


nine months of 1927 and with 3,234,- 
007 in the 1926 period 

The nine months’ output for the 
first nine months of the current 
year exceeded the 1928 total of 

4,601,141 by 270,183 and made cer- 
tain that the total 1929 output 
would exceed that of last year by 
a large margin. It is now consid- 
ered certain that the total for the 
year will reach 5,600,000, or ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 higher than 
in 1928 and 2,000,000 above the 
1927 mark. 

The September total was lower 
than that for the preceding month, 
when the output was 512,575 units, 
and below September, 1928. when 
the production amounted to 436,507 

This drop below the level of a 
year ago was expected by the in- 
dustry, in view of the record pro- 
duction of the earlier months of 
the year 

The output of passenger cars in 
the United States and Canada dur- 
ing last month amounted to 375,496, 
which, while the second lowest 
month of the year, nevertheless, ex- 
ceeded September of 1928 by 309 
units. 

Passenger car production alone 
in the United States for the Janu- 
ary-September period of this year 
aggregated 4,004,177, as compared 
with 3,059,938 in the first nine 
months of last year. 

In Canadian factories, howev- 
er, the increase failed to keep up 
at the same pace, the output for 
the nine months’ period being 
186,960, as against 168,837 in the 
same period of 1928. However, with 
three more months left in the 
year, Canadian passenger car pro- 
duction is expected to show a

Four Denver Dealers Pool 
Used Cars in Joint Sale

Denver, Colo., Oct. 21.—Four of 
the largest motor car dealers in 
Denver, Colo., have combined their 
sates forces and stock of used cars 
in one gigantic sale. 

First, these firnmis secured a va- 
cant lot at East 10th Avenue and 
Broadway, right on Denver’s Motor 
Row. The lot was decorated with 
hundreds of lights, which, when 
lighted at night, serve to draw no- 
tice to the many used cars displayed 
on the lot and which constitute the 
stock of used cars offered for sale 
by the four dealers 

The Cullen-Thompson 
Company, the Utter Motor Com- 
pany, the Western Motors Com- 
pany and the Midwest Motors Com- 
pany. four of the largest dealers on 
Broadway, carrying complete stocks 
of standard makes of automobiles 
have pooled their stocks and sales 
forces 

F. C. Cullen, president of the 
Cullen-Thompson Company in 
speaking of the method of dispos- 
ing of used cars, said 

‘We realized that our

ively, are able to reduce the selling 
expense on each car sold and this 
saving is passed on to the buyer.” 

Large signs have been placed 
at different places on the lot 

where they can readily be seen 

from the street. This method of 
drawing notice is used in con- 
junction with newspaper adver- 
tising featuring the used car sale. 

In the matter of newspaper ad- 
vertising the expense 1s cut. The 
four firms stand the expense and 
so the advertising costs each firm 
just one-fourth of what it would 
had the individual firm staged 
a used car sale of its own. 

Each firm also sends to the lot 
each day and night a certain num- 
ber of its sales force. Thus. with 
all four firms furnishing salesmen, 
the staff on the lot is large enough 
to take care of a larger number of 
prespective buyers than if one firm 
had to depend on its available men 
Each firm must, of course, reserve 
some of its sales force to take care 
of new car sales 

The sales lot will be maintained 
for a number of weeks and during 
that time the four firms will have 
sold a good share of their used 
cars taken in on trade-ins during 
the summer months They will

This cutting down of overhead 
costs in disposing of the cars makes 
it possible to sell the automobiles 
at a lower price than otherwise, as 
Mr. Cullen mentioned.

Salesmanship Is Big Asset 


In Successful Collections 


By ROGER WILLIAMS 


ARL JUDD, of the Earl Judd 
Service, wholesale and retail 
automotive establishment of Cas- 
per, Wye., maintains that sales- 
manship is the biggest consider- 
ation in saccessful collections. 
When you cut off a customers 
credit. what are the chances of him 
continuing to buy from you on a 
cash basis? Right here is one of the 
surest: tests of the efficiency of any 
credit. system, thinks Judd 
“What are the facts in the case?’ 
Mr. Judd remarked to the corres- 
| “Here is a man you have 
avored by extending credit accom- 
modation. For one reason or an- 
other, he has not paid you. If he 
leaves you, the chances are a dozen 


to one, probably, that he will pay 
cash somewhere else 
“Now, in fairness to you. what 


ought this man to do? He ougut to 
contirnue*to give you his usiness 
on a cash basis. That's the level 
thing. 


“However, human nature 1s queer | 


stuff, as we all know, and the facts 
of the situation are that a high 
proportion of such customers get 
peeved when credit is suspended 
and go off to another jobber. Not 
only do you lose their patronage, 
but. as they have ended relations 


with you, it is all the harder for you | 


to collect. 
Salesmanship in Credit Matters 
“During the years I have been in 
this business, nothing has appeared 


more obvious to me than that sales- | 


manship is all-important. 
salesmanship anyway? It is using 


one’s knowledge 
to lead the customer. Why should 
salesmanship be thought of as some- 
thing which is perfectly all right to 
use when selling a battery or tire, 
but something which in other situ- 
ations can be forgotten? 

“I know that for several years I 
have thought of salesmanship as ap- 
plying throughout to credit and col- 
lection relations with customers. 
Getting a customer to buy is a task 
in persuasion. Getting a customer 
whose account must be closed to do 
the fair thing, and continue with me, 
on the cash basis, is a task in per- 
Suasion, also. 
to accomplish the first, and make no 
attempt to do the second? 

“When I have to close an ac- 
count I have a frank and friendly 
conversation with the debtor. I 

make him understand that I dis- 
like very much to close the account. 
I would continue it if I possibly 
couid. I get ‘nim to explain his cir- 
cumstances and we go over the pos- 
sibilities for payment: mavbe an 
understandiny for piecemeal pay- 
ments is arrived at. Then I make a 
frank appeal to him for his con- 
tinued patronage. I tell him I have 
been more than fair with him: I 
have been his friend. Now I expect 
him to stay with me—give me nis 
business on a cash basis. I put 
right up to his manhood 

“T refer to the fact that I hope, a 
little later, when things have been

| “You must not lose your temper. 
I don’t mean at all that you should 
|never be hard-boiled. vou have to, 


dealing with some people. Some 
times, to others, you may appear

‘In my case a majority of those 
whose accounts I close I succeed in 
holding on a cash basis. This 
means, among other things, that it 
is easier to collect the outstanding 
amount, because I have contacts 
right along. 


Ready to Talk at Any Time 
‘I have always been ready to talk 


business — Selling at any time, | 
wherever and whenever I came 
upon a prospective buyer. I felt! 


the same way about collections. The 
first of each month we take off a 
list of all outstanding accounts, 
jand I have this with me in my 
pocket at all times. 

“It is checked against 
and kept up to date. 
“With the names of all debtors 
jand the amount available at a 
moment's notice, I am able to seize 
opportunities for pressing a col- 
jlection which otherwise I would 
|have to pass. I make it a policy 
|to keep mighty familiar with the 
jlist of outstanding accounts, par- 
ticularly as we get into the month 
jand the delinquent ones appear. 
“If I can get to a debtor, I can 
practically always collect from him. 
;I don’t mean I collect at the time

| of the first conversation, but I 
jmean that I move the situation 


that payment later. 
| “I have talked with professional 
| collectors, very good ones, and 
| have come on various men who can 
collect a reasonable amount from 

practically anyone, provided they 
;}can get contact. What does this 
|}mean? It means that salesmanship 
lis mighty important. After all, the 
| number of dealers who do not have 
|resources of some sort—some man- 
|ner for obtaining spot cash—are 
mighty few. The problem is to get 
}the money, and right here persua- 
sion enters in. 

“I have on my books a ‘wet’ ac- 
;}count which amounted in two 
'months time to $80. I have cut it 
}down to $40. There are a dozen 
| creditors in this town who believe 
| that not a penny can be extracted 
|from this debtor. I have got pay- 
}ments in small amounts, $2, $3, $5, 
|} that sort of thing—but I have got 
| payments. I may have that entire 
claim collected in the end; if I do 
not, I will have cut it down a long 
way from the original amount. 

“It has been a case of contacting 
this man and of talking straight to 
him, leading him on to do the man- 
ly thing. Just salesmanship!”
